'0nablenefle, Neceſſity , and Ccmmon-concerrment whereof 
nto all, we dare appeale to the whole Kingdcme, and to the 
Woud:* yet we: have hitherto received no anſwer thereunto, 
 nOr can we heare of any conſideration taken thereupon, to put 
the thipgs conteined therein into any way of reſolution or 
diſpatch.

3. Wee have ſince, in purſuance' of the ficſt and ſecond head 
of our deſires in the ſaid repreſentation, delivered in a charge a- 
gainſt divers perſons, Members of the Houſe of Commmrs,tor divers 
defignes and praiſes to the abuſe and Difhonor of the Parliament 
the unſufferable injury of the Army,the infringmene of the Rights 
and Liberties both of Souldiers and SubjeAs, the breach or haz- 
aard of the Peace of this Kingdome, and the hinderance of the re- 
liefe of Ireland exc. | | 
Vpon which though the maine things charged, with the 
mitchievous effe&s and further dangerous confequences of them, 
as alſo the conſtant and continued aRivity of all, or moſt of the 
perſons charged in relation to thoſe things, for the moſt part 
are ſuthciently knowne, efpecially to the Parliament ir ſelfe , yet 
wee finde neither any thing done vpon what is ſo knowne, nor 
any way reſolved on or admitted by the Parliament for the. ex- 
amination or diſcovery of what may be leſs knowne : But rather 
( as if neither the things charged nor the preſent fad effcAs nor 
future ill conſequences thereof were at all conliderable )the whole 
bufineſſe ſeemes to be {lightly paſt ouer or ſet afide, 
Laſtly we did wich theſe deliver in another paper ( whereof 
here is a Coppy annexed) contayning., divers juſt and neceſſary. 
things which wee did defire might be provided for, and done-for 
the better proceeding in the Premifles with more ſafety to our 
felves and the Kingdome, and with more affurance or hopes of 3 
timely and happy iffne. | 
To which things defired(which wee ſuppoſe all mem reaſonable 
will thinke- jaft and neceflary ) wee have yet received no anſwer 
or reſolution, nor can finde any confideratioa at all had of chem. 
ſave that a months pay is ſent downe to the Army , whilft thoſe 
that have detected the Army, receive at London much more , an 
thac fome Votes have bin paſſzd for the annulling the Committee 
pretended for fſafery abour lifting of men and drawing of Forces - 
together , which Votes wee finde rendered but vaineand delafive, 
| by the continued under-hand praftifes of thoſe whom wee have 
charged and their accomplices in liſting and ingaging men for 3

Firſt, That as the moſt and maine things charged (with the 
ſad eff:Agand conſequences of them) fo the conftant and conti- 
nued a@ivity, of all or moſt of the perfons charged in relati- 
on thereunto, ( in mifinforming, deluding, abuſing or ſurprifing 
the Houſe, and otherwiſe, are ſufficiently knowne to the Parlia- 
ment it felfe, ) ſo as the Houſe might upon their owne paſt and 
Preſent cognizance 'of' the ſame, moſt juſtly proceed to ſuſpend 
them,) as(in many other caſes upon farce lefſe cecattons which 
Never could have produced ſuch ſad cfteQs' to the Kingdome,) 
they have done many other of their members meerely for words 
Spoken:of things moved inthe Houſe alledged to be bur againſt 
'Ocder or Cultome of ehe Houſe, and this without any 'rryall, 
proofe or charge, but meerely upon the Houſes owne cognizunc: 
of the things, as we could inftance'in many caſes -fince this Par- 
liament began. ff x es Se

Secondly, Whereas many'of the things to:which the Charge 
relates, arethings fpoken, moved or done inthe Houſe, ſo as yes 
we have nocleareway opened particularly to charge or mention 
them, or to produce prootes to them, without ſome pretence as 
gainſt us of breach of privilkedge, and therefote (thongh © we 
thinke no priviledge ought to proteQ evill men-in doing wrong 
to particulars, or miſchicte to the Paublique yet,)- we -have beene 
hicherto ſo' tender, of .Parliament-Privitedges, as that we have 
onely. remonſtrated the evill of ſuch things done, and-fuppofin 
the Houſe to have beene ( as we did, and doe beleeve, and i 
way were open, without breach of- Pciviledge;" ſhould not doubt 
to: proove it was) ſome wayes' mifihforined; deluded, ſurprized, 
or otherwiſe abuſed in theſe. things by evill members, we have 
frequently in former papers, (before the Charge) put the Par- 
lament upon it, (who wichout colour of breach of Priviledge

- might doe-it,) to find cut and diſcover who they were that had 
fo abuſed them , and to diſingape the Honour of Parliament 
from ' the evill pra&ites and defignes of ſuch Incendiaries. 

Now fince the ſame difficulties or prejudices lye yet in our 
way, (as to the particular charging or.proofe of fuch. things a- 
gainſt members.) And the Parliament (though ſo often putupon 
it in ourformer papers, yet through the powerfull incereſt of the 
perſons guilty,) hath not taken any cognizance whac members 
or others have ſo abuſed them, to draw the Parliament to fuch 
diſhonour and'inconveniencee, -we cannot but againe more ful- 
ly and clearely affert (as we have in former papers, and ſhall more 
particularly it neede be, remonſtrate) that divers things lately 
done and- pafſed from the Parliament againſt this Army , (as 
rrnemnny the Order for ſfuppreſliing the Peticion, that: high 

eclaration againſt it, and. againſt all that fhould -proceede in 
it, putting the faichfull fervants of the Parliament 'and King- 
dome out of che prote&ion of the Law, and expoſing them as 
enemies to the State, &e: to the forfeiture of Eſtates, Liber- 
ties, Life and all, but for going about in an humble, peaccable 
. and inoffenfive way, to deftre what was undeniably, their due 

and dearely earned, and many other ſuch like praceed ings both 
ainſt the Army, and others,) doe carry with them ſach-a'face 

of injuſtice, oppreſſion, arbitrarineſſe and tyranny, as (we thin! 
Is not to be paraleld in any former proceedings of the:moſtAr- 
bicrary Courts 'againſt any privatemen, but have brought 47 
ſufferable diſhonouc upon the Parliament, (which we areg;nd 
others ought to be deepely ſenſible of,) hath tended to diſobliedg* 
| all men, eſpecially Souldiers from the ſame, to deſtroy all juit 
freedome either of Souldiers or Subje&ts, and hath conduced to 
all other the fad effe&s and worle conſequences , exprefied in 
the Charge, and gives us and others cauſe to conclude thatzhoſe 
Worthies, who. have formerly a&ed and carried on things'in 
Parliament for Publique-Good , Right and-Freedome's af® 
nowawed or over-borne by a prevailing party of men of other 
private intereſts crept in, and that-neicher we, norany other can 
reaſonably expe& right ſreedome or ſafety (as private men Or) 
tohave things aQed in Parliament for publickegood while the 
ſame perſons comgjaue there inthe ſazye-power' to abuſe che nant

andauthofity of Parliament, to ſerve and profecure their private 
intereſts and paſſions and ( vnder the priviledges of Pacliament ) 
to ſhelter themſelves under the worſt of evills or. miſcheifes they 
can doe, though to the Ruine of the Kingdome. Wee «re in ths 
caſe for'd (to our great griefe of heart) thus plainely to aflere. 
the preſent evi]l and: miſchiefe, together with the future worſe 
conſequences of the things lately done even in the Parliament ir- 
ſelfe, (which are. too evident: and vilible to all.)And fo (io theic 
proper colours )-to lay the ſame at the Parlianenes dooree, .un-- 
tilt the Parliament (hall be pleaſed eicher of themſelves to take 
notice and ridde the Houſes of thoſe who have any way mifin- | 
formed, dehided, ſarprizd, or otherwiſe abuſed the Parliament : 
to the palling ſach foule things there, or thall open to us and 
others ſome way how we may (regularly and without the ſcan- - 
dall of breaking Pciviledges come to charge and profecute thole 
particular perſons, that (in truth) have fo abuſed the Parlkia- 
ment,.(as welt as our (elves) even fgs thoſe miltnfarmations, and. 
othereyijll and indire&-pradtiſes or proceedings in Parliament, - 
whereby they have ſo abuſed the ſame (as in. our (aid Charge 
and former papers is fet forth.) 
And here ( if wee may ) we ſhanld humbly offer to confidera-; 
tion whether it were not a necafſary expedient, for prevention op 
remedy of ſuch evills in -facnre ,cbat in things ſo clearely diſtra-. 
Crive to the comman Rights and Liberties of the people,and the 
lafety of the Kingdome, there ſhould] be a libertie for. diffencing : 
members in the houſe of Comimans{ as it is alowed in the houſe 
ot. Peers) to enter their diſſent, and thereby to acquic themſelves - - 
_ fromthe guilt or blame? of whac evill may enſue, that ſo the King- - 
dome may regularly come to know who they are that performe - 
their truſt faichtully, and-who not. And this-provifion for the - 
future, (as alfo our deſires for remedy.in the prefent caſes) as. it 
were clearely good and neceſfary in the reſpe&s premiled, fo (wee 
thinkeatae ſame-may well be withour facure prejudice or diſcous 
gg7agement in any other reſpe&s eo ſucceeding Members of Parlza- 
=" rent. Providing alwaiestþacng wan ſþall be queſtioned or cen= 
ſured for any. thing faid,pr donein Parlizment any further then ca 
_ exekukzion from thattruſt, which is all that in the preſent ca{e.vpee. 
ould defireupon any-ſuch grounds, And that future l;berty of -

entering difſeats wee doe not here propoſe as a thing wee any way 
inſiſt on to the prejudice of Parliamentmpiiviledges, wee onely offer 
it to conſideratlon,and that ftromgood wiſhes to the Pciviledges 
of Parliament, to render them.more laſting by being leſle nccent- 
Aud indeed whoever moft adores or tenders thoſe Priviledges,wil 
beſt exprelſe his zcale rowards them in taking care they be.not a= 
bufed or extended to private wrong or publicke miſchlefe. {For 
wee clearly tinde & all wile-men may fee ir) chat Parlzament Piivi- 
I:dper, as well as Royaii.Prerogative,may be perverted and abuſed 
to the deftruGtion of thoſe greater ends for whoſe proteion and 
preſervation they were admitted or intended (viz. the Rights and 
Liberties of the people and fatery of the whole) and'in' caſe they

Wee confeſſe it had bin ſo in great meaſtre , a8 
to the particular or preſent injury done to the Army therein,8(we 
| cannot but acknowledge therefore the Juſtice that lyes in choſe 
Vores for expungeing thereof,and for our owne or the Arms par” 
ticular reparation, wee ſhould neitizer wifh more, nor ſcarce bave 
tnfiſted on ſo much-co any diſhonor of Parliaments in future, & WE 
{ſhould rather” have been ſatisfied with the Parliaments declarins 
how,and by whom they have bin mifinformed, ſurpriſed,'or © 
therwiſe abuſed in the framing, propoſall or paſſing thereof a9 * 
was, but as to that particular,or any other of that nature, we lay
